Near the Fallen Stone Barn.

As near as the spot could be loeated is
was five miles east of the Fayette county
line snd was near what is koown all over
Somerset county aa the “fallen stone barn. ™
Thisis all the informstion Colonel Cule
bertson bad when his party started out
on Fridsy. The still had been located by
Fisher during the night, and while he has
been almost continuously for five years mn
that particular section, where he has located
and assisted in the capture of more stills
than any other man in the serviee, he was
not entirely positive that he could loeats is
again when the party started for Pittaburg.
